Big Turnaround Complex, Okefenokee NWR. IMT 1 (Oltrogge). Ten miles southeast of Waycross, GA.
Southern rough and timber. Short crown runs. Structures, historic sites and recreation facilities remain threatened.

Sweat Farm Road, Georgia Forestry Commission. North Carolina IMT 2 (Hildreth). Started on private land ten
miles west of Waycross, GA. Southern rough and timber. Running, crowning, torching and spotting. Numerous
residences remain threatened.

BICY Complex (five fires), Big Cypress National Preserve. IMT 1 (Whitney). Fifty-one miles west of Ft.
Lauderdale, FL. Southern rough. Active surface fire with short runs, torching and spotting. Residences
threatened.

Florida Bugaboo, National Forests in Florida. Unified Command between NIMO (Ferguson) and Florida IMT 2
(Beauchamp). Thirty miles northeast of Lake City, FL. Southern rough. Ground fire and isolated reburning.
Numerous structures remain threatened.

Big Starr Complex (eleven fires), Cherokee NF. IMT 2 (Wilder). Seven miles east of Etowah, TN. Hardwood
litter. Backing and flanking fire. Residences threatened.

Okeechobee Complex (three fires), Florida DOF. Includes previously reported Frog Light fire, and Golf Course
fire. Eight miles southwest of Okeechobee, FL. Tall grass. Long range spotting. Residences threatened, and two
RV parks evacuated.

Deland Complex (seven fires), Florida DOF. Six miles west of Ormond Beach. Southern rough. Interior burning
continues.



Dairy Road, Florida DOF. Seven miles northwest of Keystone Heights, FL. Southern rough. Increased interior
burning. Numerous structures threatened.

Kerry Tully, Florida DOF. Eight miles east of Dade City, FL. Southern rough. Isolated crown runs and spotting.

Buck Shank, Great Smoky Mountains NP. Ten miles south of Maryville, TN. Hardwood litter. Creeping and
backing fire.

Paterson, Florida DOF. Eighteen miles east of Lehigh Acres, FL. Southern rough. Moderate fire activity.
Residences and agricultural operations threatened.

INSTRUCTIONS AND ASSIGNMENTS NOT CLEAR

Every firefighter will give and receive briefings at some point on the job. Briefings are an effective
way to disseminate information that can make the firefighter’s job safer and easier. When giving a
briefing, it is important to keep the following questions in mind and remain perceptive to how the
audience is receiving the information:

Did they ask questions? Talk about what it is like giving a briefing. Do you get empty stares?
What feedback are you looking for to ensure they understand you?

Did they take notes? What kind of information would you like to see people write down?

Did they repeat information back? What other ways can you identify that your briefing is
registering?

Did you give all the necessary information? How will you ensure that you covered everything
necessary?

Location
Communications
Hazards

Who, when, etc.

It is also important for the firefighter who is receiving instructions to be mindful of the following
during the briefing:

Did you really listen? What do you do to make yourself pay attention to everything

being said?

Did you understand the assignment, location, and the nature and location of hazards?

Do you expect to figure it out for yourself when you get out there or do you step
forward and ask questions?

To reduce the risks, take the time and get it right!
You must know the location of the assignment and:

What is to be done.
Who you are to report to and how often to report.
When you are expected to complete the assignment.

Hazards.

Communication plan frequencies.

Weather and fire behavior.
Status of adjoining forces.
